‘The now fallen through, 
contained in the Transvaal dispatch of 
August 1%th and August 21st, were elecited 
from this government by suggestions 
made by the British dipiomatic agent in 
Pretoria (Conyngham Greene) to the 
Transvaal state secretary (F. W. Reitz) 
suggestions which this government acted 
upen in good faith and after specially 
ascertaining whether they would be like- 
ly to prove acceptable to the British 
government. This government had by 
no means an intention to raise again 
needlessly the question of its political 
Status, but acted with the sole object 
of endeavoring by the aid of the local 
British agent, to put an end to the 
strained condition of affairs. 

“This was done in the shape of a pro- 
posal which this government deems, both 
as regards its spirit and form, to be go 
worded as, relying upon intimations to 
this government, would satisfy her ma- 
jesty’s government 

Kruger Rode Over Difficulties. 

“This government saw a difficulty as

out much inquiry, be thought possible to 
declare this law inadequate. 

“Further, there must be a misappre- 
hension if it be assumed that this gov- 
ernment was prepared to lay proposals 
for a five years’ franchise and a quarter 
representation of the new population be- 
fore the volkKsraad for unconditional ac- 
ceptance. As to the language, this gov- 
ernment never made any offer such as is 
referred to, considering, as it did, such 
a measure both unnnecessary and unde- 
sirable. 

Conference Suits Transvaal. 

“The proposed conference, as opposed 
to the joint commission of inquiry, this.

Yet it has been said that 
test of prosperity is the ratio which 
wages bear to the prices of the prod- 
ucts Which labor produces. To this 
axiom the wage scale has been ad- 
justed by many corporations and. firms 
which have not forgotten another ax- 
iom, viz, that man is more important 
than money. 

The definition of demand does not 
maintain: its plausibility under analy- 
sis. There would be a demand -for 
food in the absence of all other com- 
modities. rom this point the reader 
may carry on the analysis in as many 
directions as there are necessaries of 
life. 

The same may be said of the state- 
ment in regard to ‘abundance.’ We 
have just passed through a most try- 
ing period when there was an abun- 
dance of commodities with no demand 
for any that the people could dispense 
with. It was said by some that this 
was the result of “over production;” 
by others that it was the result of a 
lack of money. Whatever the cause. 
there was the fact, plain to all—abun- 
dant production, with hardly any de- 
mand, and then stagnation, marked by 
enforced idleness on the part of mil- 
lions of wage-earners. There was 
abundant production, accompanied. as 
one of the results. by hardly any dis- 
tribution in the shape of wages.

To this 
axiom the wage scale has been ad- 
justed by many corporations and firms 
which have not forgotten another ax- 
iom, viz, that man is more important 
than money. : 

The definition of demand does not 
maintain its plausibility under analy- 
sis. There would be a demand for 
food in the absence of all other com- 
modities. Irom this point the reader 
may carry on the analysis in as many 
directions as there are necessaries of 
life. 

The same may be said of the state- 
ment in regard to “abundance.” We 
have just passed through a most try- 
ing period when there was an abun- 
dance of commodities with no demand 
for any that the people could dispense 
with. It was said by some that this 
was the result of “over production;” 
by others that it was the result of a 
lack of money. Whatever the cause. 
there was the fact, plain to all—abun- 
dant production, with hardly any de- 
mand, and then stagnation, marked by 
enforced idleness on the part of mil- 
lions of wage-carners. There was
